Referring to your esteemed letters of March 13th and 28th, I deem it again my duty, to 
enclose for inspection another counterfeit five dollar coin of the same issue as before, and the 
fifth of the kind that has been received here, in the current work of this office. 


Naturally there is always some contention by the banks from whom these are received, as 
to their genuineness, and aside from the satisfaction in submitting this to you, I shall be glad to 
hear that you coincide with this office, in verifying our judgement as to its character. It was one 
of these, that the Chief Detective at Washington, pronounces genuine. 


It will be found that this piece is a grain heavier than a genuine uncirculated piece. If you 
deem it for the interest of the service, that this also be assayed, you are at liberty to thus test it, 
otherwise I would prefer to hold it as it is.
